Most people have prohiblf 
heard of it. It was there that Jeff's, military praweaahaditsearlieat 
ODtlet Hince tlie memorable days of his V-ahaped mimoeuTTe at 
Baena Vista. 




He VM on the gnmni in pawn, and modiSed Peter BeaaTegard'a 
plana Jnst enongb to spoil tbem enUraly. Xhe result was that at the 
outaet the oUnbr got besalifiillr whipped: eo beaatifollr and 
CH^, in &ct, that the raw troops of the Union didn't imagiiw It 
WW pOM&le, and mistook the Ust Ineffictud nil; of the Bebela tot 
m additional ondangiit, fell Into oenfiidoD, whiob vnm beeame a 
panic, and ran all tiie ■mj to WosUngtoii in disoider. 

Ibis was conudered very mslj, espeoiallT bj the new^wem. 
Every editor in the Nortli Ihaaght tiwt If he ba* Mdf bean time 
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tba Beb«ls would all hare been killed, ekinned and eaten, and tbe 
Btar-spanateil banner in triomph elionld wave, eteetera, etcetera. 

VI^ Uie RebeU fonnd Ibat tbera wns no enemy in ttieir fWtni, 
tliOT oonlented UiemaelveB witli bloiinz about Uieur ovemhelminK 
and decldve victor;, nod aat down bebind tbeir worke, Terr glad 
Ibat tiie Union aroij^ was ranning norUiward Instead of aonthiraTd. 
and very much afraid to follow it in any direction. 

After the battle, JefF. drove triiunpoaQtly into Richmond In an 
open boronche, and accepted tbe entire credit of the victory, in a 
moat graciona manner. The newspapers of tbat city at once uiEWted. 
editorially, that JeC-waa a greater military geniud than Alexander, 
Hannibal, or H. J. Ba^ond ; and that, compared with bis tal^it, 
offensive and defendvo, N.Baonaparte and bis marsbaU, not to speak 
of Charlea JUL of Sweddn, and others, were a set of poor-wblte 
trash whose armies couldn't have withstood the high-toned lemons 
of the Bsnin' Sonth ten minutes 1 

HeanwhSe, Peter Beauregard's gentlemanly and scholarly heroes 
wei« diwmbowellng tbe nonnded for bowie-knife praettte, and 
m^iog wUakej-gobleta for their sweethearts out of the ekidbi of the 
dead. JelChanngnon somufoundationforpopulari^, became tbe 
1^1 of B l^e partf. Tbey proclaimed the CoDfaderacy o Bxed 
f^t,and demanded its recognition by foreign ponera. They ex- 
tolled JeS. as the SaTicur of the South, and the moat admirable 
descendant of the cavallerB that ever licked a nigger or propa;tated 
balf-breeda. Jq a word, things flourished in the Confederacy, and 
Jeff's, darling dreams seemed in a pretty fair way to come to some- 
tUng. These were bis palmy days. He dwelt at the Spotts wood House, 
/ote Uie fat of tbe land and me fullness thereof, drank blocltade. 
mnning champaigae, and squandered bis ingeniouslj -contrived cut- 
rency, bnsed apon the old but over popular fin:inc!al principle of 
" heads, I win ; toils, you lose." (The foregoing passage is intended 
to be in the stylo of Baron Uacanlay, only better.)
